The death of won as a result of per- 


oual luudd is so uoiuuion iu the Soutb 
it to coucern no ouo suve the survivors 
of tlio veudotia, though 
public policy 


requires tho enforcement of a penalty. 
In the (jhisolui euso theiu appears to 
lave bccu luoroihuu iudivuluul hatred. 
1'horo was Unit cowardice which 
kills 


i woman iu order to kill a uiuu. There 
vas that degradation ot brute instiuot 
nil bruto ioroe which, ovou ia brutes 
wavers, hulls, and olten retreats betoio 
t)he eye of a brave man or woman. Yet 
t,he Kouipor county absas^ius butchered 
a girl in defending hor 'athor—a girl 
frith a sweet intelligent face, 
brown 


lair, ttud large, resolute blue eyes, 
fhcy not only shot, but they boat hor; 
they not only beat her, but thny pro- 
vontod tho oouiing of medicul ussistanoo 
to savo bur live. Talk about Turkish 
massitcros! Them is uo uuvugary iu 
Turkey that can compare with tile 
Bushi J^ii/.ouks ot Keuiper county, It 
did uol appal a woman's heroism, but, 
rather, nervod hor to hor 
horoio *e- 


sistunco. This picture of blood iusulta 
our civilisation, belouls our laws and 
their administrators, and makes mtcl- 
igeoue u crime and heroism u sin. 


Tho fato of Cornelia (Jhisolin typifies 


one of two things—either u mob rule 
in Miaaimippi, that is imperial, or a 
state government, corrupt in ovory part 
with a oowurdico wo cannot und rstund. 
Two hundred men assaulted an iuipiis- 
oned man and his family. 
They rid- 


dled thn father with bullets, they killed 
liis son ; they wounded u daughter, 
and with malignant cruelty kept from 
bor tho surgical aid nooessnry lo save 
liur life. 
Furthermore, says a corres- 


pondent from tho pluco of massacre, 
there was no sympathy in the commu- 
nity for tho victims, no desire lo pun- 
ish tho murderers, but, if yiything, 
rather a purpose lo excuse the crime. 
Of public indignation there was no in- 
dication. The governor of tho etute 
1ms leisurely surveyed tfco field, and 
with that effort will probably cud his 
immediate attention to the ufl'nir. 
For 


tho rest there will ron'ain only the un* 
avongod blood of a poor girl who died 
with her brother iu defending their fa- 
ther , and the father, who, if ho escapes 
another attack, may live, though it is 
not cxpootcd, to mourn tho loss of chil- 
dren slaughtered by tho two hundred 
bravo Mississippians. If tho South ex- 
pcotti regeneration by this system it will 
surely fail; for blood compels nothing 
good unless it be tho vongoanoc of the 
law; and law in this case seems, so far, 
a statutory faroo. Northern vitality 
will not risk the haxard of such com- 
munities, and 
Northern brain and 


brawn will turn to hospitable sections. 
The North appreciates tho heroism of 
a woman. It det pises tho cowardice, of 
her two hundred murderers, of the 
community whioh encourages and jus- 
tifies their crime?, and of the officials 
which permit them to thus go unpun 
ishod.

And for those and othoi equally 
good and sufficient reasons, the govern- 
or returned the bill to the house with 
his objections.
